Easily Controlled.

An unusual number: of complaints 
have been received this year by the 
Department of Agriculture from -per- 
sons Who say that ants are injuring 
their lawns and gardens. As a end 
ter of fact, these ants do little ner 
and the injury. that.is attributed to, 
them is usually caused by, something ; 
else... In large numbers however, the 
smal} conical nests which they build 
on lawns are somewhat unsightly and 
on ‘this account it may be desirable 
in some, cases to destroy them. 
Except for the, unsightly appearance 
of their nests, however, the lawn ants; 
do no appreciable harm. They are 
frequently, noted on roses and on other 
ornamental and garden plants, and it 
is naturally suppos¢d that’ they are 
doing harm to these. As a-matter of; 
fact, it. is not the plants that attract 
the ants, but plant lice. These tiny 
creatures exerete a sweet liquid of 
which ants are very fond and which 
they ‘collect without. injuring the 
plant lice. ,For this reason plant lice 
are frequently termed “ant cows.” 
The analogy is emphasized by the fact 
that ants have been known to take 


a er ey — 


to suitable plants in the spring very 
much as men are accustomed to feed 
and shelter cows throughout the win- 
ter,, puttipg them. on, pasture ‘with, the. 
coming of the spring.. This is the 
only way in which ants can be said to 
injure plants. 

They enter houses very rarely anit 
on the whole, may. be said te do no 
harm of any kind except in se far as 
they lessen the attractive. appearance 
of the lawn. :On.the other hand, it .ig 
quite. possible. that .by...bringing | up 
from. the. lower. depths sand ang 
earth they, may distinctly increase 
fertility by forming.a top dressing or 
soil mulch, and at the same time per- 
mit better acration of the earth.-_U:

This was 
due mainly to liquidation of foreign 
holdings, rendered necessary by pre- 
parations for the forthcoming huge 
war loan in London, and also to aid 
payment of Europe’s gigantic war 
purchases in the United States. For 
some time to come our large excess of 
exports over imports is likely to have 
a material effect upen the interna- 
tional sgeurities movement. During 
the twelve months’ just ~ closed our 
merchandise exports have exceeded 
imports by about $1,000,000,000. 5 

Orders for munitions by European 
governments to the extent of about 
$1,000,000,000 have already been  re- 
ceived, and more big contracts are in 
course of négofiation. The bulk 
these orders, which are now being 
forwarded, will probably be shipped 
during the next twelve months. That 
Europe will be able to increase her 
shipments of merchandise in payment 
is exceedingly doubgul, because each 
belligerent is turning so large a part 
of its energies*to war. The condi- 
tions’ are, therefore, extremely favor- 
able for a continued influx of Ameri- 
can securities. 

A more favorable opportunity for 
taking. back a considerable amount of 
American stocks, could not be expec- 


ted, Such a policy would strengthen 


this country financially and industri- 
ally. Our foreign obligations would be 
diminished, and Europe would be bet- 
ter gble to conduct the war, by with- 
drawing temporarily at least a portion 
of its invested capital in the United 
States. This does not mean that we 
shall no longer need foreign capital, 
or that we have as yet reached the 
pajnt. where we will bave capital to 
lend abroad. 
When norma) conditions are re- 
sumed, the development of our natural 
resources and of our city and indus- 
trial life will require. large “gums; 
much larger in fact than we will . be 
able to command at home. At no dis- 
tant future we may again be seeking 
foreign capital, though not on the 
same scale as during the last fifty 
years; while on the other hand before 
another fifty years has passed we may 
have become one of the first lending 
nations in the world, if not the first. 
Home trade conditions are fairly 
satisfactory. There has been no fur- 
ther improvement in the volume of 
trade, but reports from many sections 
are. encouraging. The steel industry 
reports increasing. activity owing to 
war orders, and the larger establish- 
ments.are now running.at about 90 
jPer cent of their capacity, or about 50 
, ber cent more than at the opening of 
‘the year. Prices are firm and many 
concerns are likely to. show greatly 
improved net results. The ‘railroad 
| Situation is also more satisfactory. ' 
‘Crops aré somewhat backward owing | 
to. prevalent cool weather, but a few| 
weeks of higher temperature would 
quickly. .compensate for this deficien- 
cy.

This was 
Holt, ‘the Cornell professor who shot 
J. P. Morgan: in His home here last 
Saturday, committed suicide here last 
night by jumping from a jail window 
to the concrete floor of the court- 
yard, about fifty feet below. 

Holt was under the guard of Jere- 
ndah O’Ryan, a jail attendant. The 
prisoner, apparently, was sleeping 
soundly, and O’Ryan, hearing a 
noise on the other side of the cell tier, 
left his place in front of Holt’s open 
door and started to investigate. 

O’Ryan heard a noise, which he 
said resembled an explosion, and 
hastily returned to Holt’s cell only to 
Holt had slipped 
through the open cell door and 
climbed to the top of the cell tiers 
to an open window through which 
he plunged to the narrow courtyard 
below. 

Dr. Cleghorn, the jail physician, 
aud District Attorney Smith wera 
summoned. Cleghorn found that the 
skull had been crushed and that death 
hac been instantaneous. 

Smith searched Holt’s cell immedi- 
ately after arriving at the jail and 
found a letter written on yellow pa- 
per. This letter, which must have 
been written before he ‘atfempted sui- 
cide early Tuesday morning, when 

the pencil with which he tried to 
sever an artery was taken from him, 
was addressed “To My Dears,” and 
tollows: 

“I must write once more. The more

German Plans Against England 

The Germans are planning to launch 
a new olfensive in the west, thei! 
aim being to duplicate their Galician 
tactics and break through to Calais 
at all costs. 

This news comes almost simultane- 


ously from Zurich, Brussels, Paris 
and Amsterdam. According to the 


Aurich intormation, ten German army 
corps, Which have been recuperating 
in the interior from the rigors*of the 
Galacian campaign, are moving west- 
ward. 

Calais in the hands of Germany is 
a key to world power, according to 
jthe von Tirpitz- Bernhardt school of 
' cotiquest which years ago infected the 
German emperor. The rage of hate 
| against Kngland, following onthe driv- 
ing of German commerce from the 
seas and the resistante of the British 
army in France, crystallized in the 
cry to capture Calais and doubtless 
moved the emperor to order it. 
| Its possession by the Germans is 
ecnsidered guarantee to an easy in- 
vasion of England. New guns, hav- 
ing a range of twenty-six miles, ac- 
cording to Teuton enthusiasts, are to 
smash the defenses of Dover, sWeep 
the channel clear of hostilé ships, and 
cover the landing of troops put ashore 
{in small aluminum boats—which are 
now held in readiness. The simul- 
taneous air raid is relied on to create 
, Such confusion as will permit a rapid 
‘advance on London. 
| This thrust at England is to fol- 
low the finish of the Warsaw cam- 
paizn. The Germans belieye that if 
a landing can be made successfully 
southern England will fall an easy 
prey. This is the conviction of many 
thousands of Germans and of the 
military and naval forces.

Naval Radio Expert Will Continue. 
" Operdtion of Station With Naval 
Fotces—Alleged Violations of Neu- 
frality by Sending Messages 
Code—Activity of German Experts 


Washington, July 9.—The govern- 
ment has taken over the Sayville, L 
1,, wireless, station, the only private- 
ly operated, direct means of com- 
munication between the United States 
and Germany. 

Secretary Daniels issued a state- 
ment in which he said he had di- 
rected Captain Bullard, as the ex- 
pert of the department, to take over 
and operate the station. ‘There will 
be no change so far as the public is 
concerned. Messages will be acgept- 
ed as heretofore. The only differ- 
ence will be that naval operators in- 
stead of commercial employes will 
mau the keys. The charges collect- 
ed.by the navy will be paid to the 
owning company. 

It has been charged that when the 
navy censors had left the wireless 
room for.a.minute or two unneutral 
messages had been sent and that only 
by a difficult and trying supervision 
eculd neutrality be strictly preserved. 

Hoth the wireless’ station at Tuck- 
erton, N. J., and the Sayville sta- 
tio now are able to communicate 
direct, with,.Germany, but there has 


‘been from the start a restriction pro- 


hibiting the sending of cipher mes- 
Sages unless code books were deposit- 
ed with the naval censors. The same 
rule will be continued. 

It is said that messages which vio- 
lated the neutrality’ of the United 
States have been sent, despite the 
censors. So flagrant have been the 
Violations, according to repeated 
complaints, that recently the force of 
The censors, 
are unable to prevent. code 

which seem to be inno- 
cent communications, from going out. 

Complaints have doubled since the 
mysterious arrival of Captain .zen- 
neck, said to be one of the two great- 
est wireless experts among German 
scientists. The presence of Zen- 
neck. has been a continual thorn in 
the side of the administration since 
the latter. part of.May, though his 
presence was not discovered. until 
,S0me time later. _An inquiry was 
; made by agents of the department of 
; Justice. 

While all details as to the results of 
this investigation are refused, it is 
believed disclosures made in it have 
had something to do with the decision 
to take over the Sayville station. 

Just why such an expert on -wire- 
less as Zenneck should be needed at 
Sayville, where there were already 
enough operators to keep the plant 
going to Capacity, has been a mys-

that Professor Braun of the Uni- 
versity of Strassburg, another ex- 
pert on wireless, was also sent to the 
station. ‘The only apparent explana- 
tion was that the men were adepts at 
devising code Messages which. would 
deceive the censors. 

It has been on this theory that many 
of those. who suspected the station 
have traced out what they believed to 
be the workings in conveying-military 
information to the Germans, 


RUM ) FOR AFRICANS 


ray of Mere Than 200,000 Gallons 
Being Shipped From Bostor. 
Koston, July 9.—New England rum 
will ferm one of the. principal items 
in the cargo to be taken to the west 
coast, of Africa by the four-masted 
schooner Wstelle Kreiger, now load- 
ing at Constitution wharf. 
The shipment of rum amounts to 
about 210,006 gallons and is the larg- 
est sent from here to Africa in re- 
eent years. Three hundred barrels, 
lvvu puncheons and 3000 kegs con- 
taiu the-immense consignment of liq- 
uer, which always finds a ready mar- 
ket. 
Another valuable item in the freight 
will be 2000 barrels of flour and there 
wil: be quantities of tobacco, provi- 
sicns and general merchandise.

Besides being an ornament to the 
city the fountain represents one ideal 
of human sympathy for. the horse 
which should not. be disregarded, and 
I trust it will not be ruthlessly con- 
signed to the scrap heap without care- 
ful consideration by the inbabitints 
who so generously presented the gifi 
to the city and who fully éxpected the 
city would faithfully maintain th 
trust. They should certainly be grant- 
ed a hearing by the council! before 
this aet of vandalism is carried out. 

Wp to 1891 there were no facilities 
for watering horses in Quincy ex- 
cept the old Town Pump, opposite the 
present Greenleaf Block. Hundreds 
of thirsty animals passed through the 
city every day suffering from want of 
water. J’nder the influence of the 
humane sentiment, developed by Dr. 
Angel! in his wide world propaganda 
for the prevention of cruelty to ani- 
mals, the Quincy Village Improvement 
society. Which flourished from 1884 to 
1892. undertook to-supply the need. 
By the remarkable persistence of Mrs. 
Annie E. Faxon the sum of seven 
thousand dollars was contributed by |! 
the people of Quiney for the purpose. 
Henry H. Faxon, Miss Nancy Brack- 
ett and Charles Francis Adams were 
large contributors. Mr. Adams 
presented the bronze plate with the 
inscription:

tucky May Have | Suffered Even| 
More—Heavy Loss In Nebraska 


Cincinnati, July 9.—Storms of hur- 
ricane proportions which have visited 
middie west, from Ohio to Ne- 

and’ which have centred 
Cincinnati, have caused the 
loss of about forty lives, from such 
intormation as has been received. 
and millions of dollars. of property. 

Several small towns in the*Mis- 
sissippi valley have been practically 
wiped out. A similar storm has 
played havoc at Binghamton, N. Y.,, 
where the streeets are flooded so 
dceply that boats are used, and where 
many dwelling houses have been iso- 
lated. 

Of the dead twenty-two are known 
to have been killed in and about Cin- 
cinnati, where the heaviest biows 
of the tornado were struck. Within 
an hour of the outbreak of the storm 
the city was in darkness and street 
car and telephone service destroyed 

Two steamboats went down, 100 
houses were blown to pieces and six 
church steeples woppled into the 
streets. In the country outside tae 
city hundreds of trees were uprooted 
stopping all traffic. 

Detailed reports have not been re- 
ceived of storm damage in Kentucky. 
It is feared that it may be even great- 
er than in Cincinnati, and recovery 
trom the damage will be slower. 
Leuisville is practically isolated, 
railroad tracks being washed away or 
rendered impassible, and the Grand 
Central station wrecked. 

Crops have suffered 
icsses in Nebraska and neighboring 
states. ,Calloway, Neb., and Mound 
City, O., were hard* hit by the 
storm, but little news has been fre- 
ceived of the damage done. 

At St. Charles, Mo., a city of 11,- 
000 people, 162 ‘buildings were de- 
stroyed and, three lives lost.  Gil- 
more, with 100 inhabitants, was 
practically wiped out of existence, 
one death being reported, and St. 
Peters, a village of 300 souls, tared 
little better.

As gathered from Petrograd dis- 
patehes, the Austrians, over contideut 
trom their joint victories in Galicia, 
rouid not remain at Krasnik to wait 
for the Germans with their heavy 
guns, which have been the effective 
agents in this campaign, but struck 
morth at will towards Lublin, believ- 
ing that the Kussian morale was de- 
stroyed, and that it as only neces- 
sary to advance in order to conquer. 

The Austrian commander lost en- 
tire touch with the Germans and was 
thus exposed’ and the Russians saw 
their opportunity. 

‘he Russian forces were turned and 
concealed in a dense wood, along- 
side of which the Austrians were ad- 
vancing. The Austrian forces passed 
by this wood, after which, with their 
flank thus turned, they were in a seri- 
ous predicament when the Russians 
assumed the offensive. The Austrians’ 
left wing was crumpled up and fell 
back on the main body.

every front. 
A French Victory 

A notable French success on the 
western field is recorded. In the 
Vosfes, on the Alsatian frontier, the 
report from the Paris war office says 
the conquered positions in the Vosges 
had been,.organized, but the earlier 
anhouncement tells the story of a des- 
perate artillery bombardment § and 
charge in the region of Ban de Sapt, 
where the French uprooted the Ger- 
mans from trenches taken by them at 
a heavy price on June 22.

invitation from Secretary Daniels. to 
head an advisory board of civilian in- 
ventors for a burean of invention and 
development to be created in the navy 
department. 

His accceptance will go forward.at 
once to Washington, where the new 
plans await word trom the man “whe 
can turn dreams into realities.” 

Daniels’ idea of utilizing the in- 
ventive genius of Americans, in ant 
out of the Wilitary and naval service, 
to meet conditions of warfare shown 
in the conflict on land and sea in tu- 
rope, is outlined in a letter asking 
Edison whether, as a patriotic service 
to his country, he would undertake 
the advising of the proposed bureau. 

The plan is.to have several men 
prominent in special lines of invent- 
ive reasearch asso¢iated in the work. 

Among the great problems to be taid 
the secre- 
tary mentioned submarine warfare, 
adding that he felt sure that, with 
Kdison’s wonderful. brain to help 
them, the officers of the navy ren | 
be able “to meet this new danger with 
new devices that will assure peace 
to our country by their effectiveness. 

In announcing that he wouid glad- | 
ly accept Secretary Waniels’ invita- 
tion, Kdison said he: believed the pro- | 
posal .so. important that it should be 
attended:to at-once, while the war in| 
Kurope was bringing before the pub- |} 
lic the importance of enconraging and | 
developing ideas and inventions of| 
Americans, .-espeetaliy officers and 
men of the army and navy. 

“The United States is far behind in 
these matters,” said Edison. “I be-} 
lieve it is highly important for a board 
of civilians made up of engineers fon} 
leading industries to be formed for 
the purpose of looking into the feasi- 
bility of ideas develope@ by young 
men. While al ideas that will be 
submitted may not be feasible, at 
least they will have the benetit of ex- 
pert judgment and advice. 

“In adition to the advisory board 
ot..engineers 1 wonld also suggest 4 
department of experimentation el 
ideas might be tried ont. ‘The cost | 
might be nominal.

WHAT DOES IT MEAN. 

in the very! ist days éf- the state 
Legislature, we are informed that an 
order Was put has:i'y through both 
houses and signed by the 
directing the Board of Harbor and 
Land Commissioners to investigate the 
practicability and advisability of the 
State's dequiriig the ‘Cape Cod ‘canal. 
The facts concerning this order seem 
to have been suppressed and the news- 
papers have made ne comment upon it. 
In the confusion of the closing legis- 
lative days it apparentiy escaped no- 
‘tice or Was desighedly suppressed. 

We are at a complete loss to know 
the meaning of this action. It had 
been ‘anticipated that sometime the 
Fedéral government might consider 
the purchase of the canal, but that the 
state would make such a move was 
not contemplated seriously.

Wedded Life In the United States Army 
and Navy. 
“Cupid doesn’t let the fortune of the

The drawing room 
arts, the sociai refinements, the ball- 
room accomplishments are added unto 
all this because they have been a part 
of the atmosphere, the training, the 
bringing up in those two splendid in- 
stitutions that prepare young men to |} 
wear Uncle Sam’s livery. | 

“The navy men may not take their 
wives with them to sea under any pos- | 
sible pretext. If there is enough of 
family income to permit the wife may, 
and not infrequently does, parallel the 
voyagings of her busband. To the 
Philippines the government permits 
Wives of navy officers to travel on the 
transports at cost of ' subsistence, 
Which is very modest.

Toust.—Bread one day old, cut in 
very thin slices; slices placed on edge 
in a toast rack In an oven to dry. 
Leave oven door partly open. 

Broth.—Of round steak, one pound; 
of water, one pint. Put the meat on in 
cold water and allow it to come to a 
boil; then lower the flume so that it 
barely simmers for three or four hours. 
Remove the meat and add enough wa- 
ter to make up the original amount of 
liquid; strain through a wire sieve and 
set aside to cool. When cold the fat is 
removed in a solid piece, leaving a 
clear liquid or jelly. Heat a small por- 
tion when it is time to feed the baby. 
KXeep the jelly cozered and on ice. 

Meat. — One ttblespoonful. Take 
meat, round or sirloin steak, scraped 
with a silver spoon. When you have 
the desired amount shape into a pat 
und broil on a hot, dry spider. When 
done add a little salt. Or a piece of 
rare round or sirloin steak, the outer 
part having been cut away, is scraped 
or shredded with a knife. 

Spinach.—Cook spinach in salted wa- 
ter until tender. Pour cold water over 
it and drain. Then rub through a fine 
sieve. 

Buked Apple. — Apple baked three- 
quarters of an hour; skin and core re- 
moved; two tablespoonfuls of pulp 
strained through a fine sieve. 

Cereal (flour preparations). — Cereal 
preparation three-quarters of a cupful 
cooked with one quart of water for

three-quarters of an hour in a double 
boiler. Add enough water to keep 
moist. 

Oatmeul.—Have a pint of water boil- 
ing in the top of the double boiler; add 
one-half teuspoonful of salt and drop 
in gradually one-half cupful of oatmeal 
flakes, stirring all the while. Cook for 
three hours and strain through a wire 
sieve. Pour on it one or two ounces of 
milk. 

The following are some of the things 
a baby should not have: Candy. cakes, 
doughnuts, pastry, fresh bread, griddle 
cakes, sirup gr molasses, pork or tough 
meat of any kind. bananas, overripe 
fruits, pickles. tea, coffee. soda water 
or beer nor tastes of foods from the 
family table.

Meanwhile the news 
of the bill spread, and from all quar- 
ters of the city the luckless assembly- 
men received telephone messages ask- 
ing to be “let in on the signpost graft.” 

The following Monday night the al- 
leged introducer arrived in Albany al- 
most in a state of collapse. Al! during 
the ensuing week he was ordered to 
demand the withdrawal! of the bill, but 
would not rise in his seat and ask it. 
Finally a member in the secret told the 
facts to Speaker Nixon. The speaker 
called the assemblrman to his desk 
and questioned him. He was satisfied 
that the legislator was altogether too 
timid to introduce such a radical bill 
and exonerated him. 

But the bill had been printed. When 
it was supposed that it had been killed 
in committee the first thing known was 
a request for a hearing on it by some 
good roads workers, who saw in it a 
blessing and who sent the alleged in- 
troducer a congratulatory letter for his 
public spirited act. The bill of course 
died in committee, but its memory 
clung to the east side legislator Fag 
many years.—New York Sun.

CLOTH AND CLOTHES. 


Why Some Garments Keep and Others 
Easily Lose Their Shape. 

Every one—in this country, at least— 
Wears clothes. They have to. Conse- 
quently every one is more or less in- 
terested in the question of clothes. 

It is not so easy to know good cloth 
as it seems. Many people, depending * 
on texture, feel, weave and so forth, | 
think that they are judges of cloth. 
And when, after buying what they be- 
lieve to be a good piece of cloth, it does 
not weir well they are greatly sur- 
prised. : 

The durability of cloth depends large- 
ly upon the length of the individual 
fibers. If the fibers are long and curl- 
ing they form a close and strong 
weave. The cloth does not crack or 
wear out at the seams or folds because 
of the length of fiber, nor does it rub 
as easily by surface wear because it is 
more springy or elastic. Short fibers, 
on the other hand, have much less 
binding quality because they do not in- 
tertwine. 

The difference between two suits or 
dresses in “keeping their shape” is 
largely due to this same thing. A real- 
ly first class cloth, properly made and 
fitted, hardly ever requires pressing. 
It is elastic, and if it is hung up after 
having been worn for a day or two it 
will go right back into shape. The

“land poor,” their property may be so 
blanketed by mortgages and debte that 
a lot of money must be collected and 
laid out if the property is ever to be 
put on & paying basis. 

When a corporation is distributing 
securities over a wide area to the gen- 
eral public, it would promote sound 
finance and confidence in the company 
if it would issue bonds and stock in 
fomewhere nearly equal proportions. 
Something in the neighborheud of a 
half of the property ouglt to be rep- 
rpsented by bonds which the stock- 
holders agree to pay before receiving 

anything for their property. Then the 
rest of the capitalization can be issued 
in stock, which may be taken up prop- 
erly only by people of some wealth or 
@xperience in finance, and who can 
afford te lose if the property goes 
wrong. 

There is always a tendency to iss) 
too large a part of capitalization in the 
form ef bends. Realizing that the 
public regards bonds as safer than 
stock, many companies get around 
this difficulty by issuing the ereat 
bulk of their capital in the form. of 
bonds, and avith only a small quantity 
of stock. 

You can not make a security. safe 
merely by calling if'a bond. The cau- 
tious investor should carefylly inquire 
whether the preportion of bonds to the 
value of therremajnieg prip@ity § db- 
normal and topheavs.

ANNIE PAPPAS DEAD 7 


Stabbed by Brother, Who Then Toek 
Life of Her Sweetheart 

Lynn, Mass., July 17.—Annie Pap- 
pas, who was stabbed last Saturday, 
is dead. Her brother, James Pappas, 
is under arrest, charged with having 
attacked her and with having subse- 
quentiy shot and killed Charles Hat- 
getakis. : 

Another brother, Charles, was shot 
and seriously wounded Sunday night. 
According to the police, John Lam- 
propoulos, step-uncle of Hatgetakis, 
discharged his revolyer at Charles 
Pappas.

The number of negroes lynched in 
the North and West in recent years, 
perhaps not more than a dozen alto- 
aether, is small compared with the 
record for the South during the same 
period, but the fact that such lynch- 
ings should have occurred in the 
North and West at all gives point to 
ihe question as to whether there would 
be any material difference under the 
Same circumstances and with equal 
frequency of provocation. According 
io statistics dug out of the census re- 
ports by Prof. Wilcox of Cornell Uni- 
versity, there is more criminality 
sunong Norihern than among Southern 
negroes in proportion to population 
However that may be, there are about 
ten negroes in the South to one in the 
North or West, and necessarily the 
crimes that awaken the lynching im- 
pulse are far more frequent in the 
Southern States. 

If the situation were reversed. if 
one-half or one-third of the population 
of the average Northern States were 
black, would the North exhibit a better 
récora than the South in the matter 
of Irnchings and inter-racial violence? 
Probably not. In imperfectly policed 
sections the record might even be 
worse, because, as a result of long as- 
sociation, there is perhaps a greater 
tolerance of the negro in the South, 
industrially and otherwise. The 
Southern outbreaks have rarely ‘been 
directed against the negroes in, general 
as has been the case in Ohio and else- 
where in some instances. If the North 
and West were one-half or gne-third 
black, the labor element, for example, 
would be, very readily excited to rage 
and violence, for even now that ele- 
mént exhibits bitter prejudice toward 
the negroes, shutting in their faces 
the doors of the unions and thus con- 
fining them for the most part to] 
purely menial employments. There is 
no room Jeft for sectional accusation 
in this connection. If is becomin the 
duty of the North as well as of the 
South frankly to acknowledge the ex-

In the course of the day this wedge 
was widened and pushed forward by 
stubborn hand fighting far into the 
Russian position, 

If this movement should prove to 
have cut apart the Russian lines in 
this section it may entail a further 
retreat of the czar’s forces from the 
Dniester and Lipa toward the Russian 
frontier. A portion of them are de- 
clared by the German staff to have 
already fled behind the Iljanka river, 
suffering heayy losses in their retreat. 

On the other hand the Russians re- 
port that they gained a victory over 
enemy troops who crossed the Dnies- 
ter, taking about 2000 Austrian pris- 
ecners and seven machine guns. These 
two actions were doubtless at different 
points. 

The Drive Toward Verdun 

Desperate efforts made by the Ger- 
mans to recover trenches from the 
French villege of Les Eparges to the 
Calonne trench have resulted in great 
losses to them, while their only gain 
was a precarious foothold in the old 
trenches on the crest to the south of 
the Sonvaux ravine. 

It is at Les Eparges that the Ger- 
man lines approach nearest to Ver- 
dun, but the French are confident of 
holding the enemy, despite the great 
offensive which has been launched 
here as at other points on the sides 
and apex of thé St. Mihiel salient. 

Despite the heavy fighting north of 
Arras, in the. region of Souchez, the 
greatest efforts of the Germans have 
been concentrated in the last week on 
their attempt to get close to Verdun, 
but there is a gap of thirty-five miles 
to be closed before the fortress can 
be invested. y 

The Germans in the Vosges ars 
fighting with the utmost determina- 
tion to regain their lost positions at 
Ban de Sapt, but the curtain of fire 
maintained by. the. French artillery 
has kept reserve forces from advyanc- 
ing, while machine guns mowed down 
those who tried to charge from the 
first line of trenches. 

Austro-Italian Campaign 

The Austrians are reported to be 
preparing to take the offensive on the 
Isonzo-front. The Italians, 
ing to this dispatch, have advanced a 
mile toward the plateau of Tirnova, 
from which point they are bombarding 
the railway communications with Go- 
ritza. A number of supply trains 
have been destroyed. 

Fighting on the heights of Venero- 
cola,, the altitude of which is 10,000 
feet, has. been severe, particularly 
around the Garibaldi hut. Some of 
the wounded were frozen before the 
Red Cross workers could reach them.

Trained Men Necessary. 

It is true now as ever in the history 
of this country that there would be no 
lack o. patriotic men to respond to a 
call in defense of its institutions, but 
without training in di- ipline ard with- 
cut previous experience with and an 
intimate and accurate knowledge vf 
the mechanical appliaaces so essential 
in the operation of the guns, the. tor- 
pedoes and the mines, as well as the 
motive machinery of the modern war-

For many years the naty has been 
graduating into civil life annually from 
3,000 to 4,000 well trained and well dis- 
ciplined men—men experienced in ey-, 
ery mechanical art made use of in the 
modern mau-of-war.

if any congressman in 1898 had 
moved that the sum of $47,377,070 be 
appropriated for the purpose of 
carrying mail around to the houses 
of farmers, he would have been 
thought crazy. Yet that is what the 
service cost in 1914, Not merely that 
but the department has just taken in 
7,850 more families. 

The enormous cost of this service 
causes criticism. The expense per 
route is much more than was thought 
in the beginning. The carriers and 
their friends have become a powerful 
political interest. They demanded 
and secure liberal payment. 

The people along a route are said 
largely to pay for it, by the stamps 
they buy and those that are bought to 
deliver mail matter to them. Possi- 
bly, yet the same people might be 
living elsewhere and buying the same 
stamps at a regular post office were 
there no route. 

As a time saver the service is very 
effective. It is cheaper for one man 
to spend a day taking mail to a hun- 
dred farmers, than for a hundred 
farmers each to spend an hour or two 
a day driving to the post office. The 
critic may say to this, however, that 
the cost of the service should be paid 
by the farmer, since he gets the bene- 
fit of this enormus time saving. 

Country and city must eaeh think 
bréadly of the inferest of the other. 
‘There are certain drawbacks of lone- 
liness to life on the farms. This has 
led people to rush to the towns, and 
has made living costs highér for all 
town dwellers. Unless the town peo- 
ple wish this tendency to continue, 
they must go the limit to bring 
modern conveniences to the outlying 
rural sections. 

Rural delivery gives the farmer 
daily touch with the markets, so he 
can buy and sell intelligently. It 
brings the newspaper promptly to his 
door, so that he does not feel isolated. 
The little mail cart is the thin thread 
that binds him to the moving world. 
Any politician who should favor cut- 
ting it out would be regarded as just 
as Crazy today, as if he had suggested 
Spending all this money in 1898.

CHILDLABOR LEGISLATION, 7

Washington, July 21:—Dr. A. J. Mc-| 


Kelway, southern secretary of the) 
National Child Labor Committee, is’ 
certain that the end of child labor in, 
America is practicaliy in sight. The! 
coming Congress is sure to enact the | 
legislation for which the cominittee | 
has been working, he thinks, since it 
passed the House by a large majority 
in the last Congress and only failed of 
passage in the Senate through obstruc-| 
tionist tactics. 

Leaving Washington for Atlanta 
and Montgomery, where the legisla-| 
tutres of Georgia and Alabama, respec- 
tively, are in session, Dr. McKelway 
said: 

“The child labor situation in Georgia 
and Alabama is another proof of the 
need of a Federal child labor law. 
Even when some of our states reach 
something like the proper standard of 
legislation for the protection of work- 
ing children, the question of enforce- 
ment of the law remains. In Georgia 
there was created a few years ago a 
3ureau of Labor with a Commissioner 
of Labor in charge. He is assigned 
the work of gathering statistics re- 
lating to the industries of the state. 
de has one assistant and a totally in- 
adequate expense account. «He has 
been able to accomplish almost noth- 
ing with this inadequate force in the 
way of factory inspection and the en- 
forcement of the child labor law of 
Georgia. A bill has been introduced 
urging the appointment of two factory 
inspectors, and I hope to help in per- 
suading the legislature to 
enact this bill into law. 

“In Alabama, the inspector of fac- 
tories is also inspector of jails, asy- 
lums and poor houses. 
competent man. He has done great 
work in compelling cities and counties 
‘o erect modern sanitary jail buildings 
and has also striven the utmost of his 
means to enforce the child labor law. 
He has one factory inspector and a 
feputy inspector connected with his 
office; and a bill introduced at the 
session of the legislature 
which passed the house, proposes to 
ibolish his office altogether. I be- 
‘ieve that the sober second thought 
of the people of Alabama will express 
itself emphatically such a 
proposition, but the very threat of it 
shows the necessity for constant vigi- 
lance so long as the enforcement of 
child) labor regulation depends upon 
the precarious will of state legislative 
bodies.

“RIOTERS SHOT 
DOWN BY GUARDS: 


Two fre Killed in Attack on 
Standard Oil Stockade 


THIRTEEN OTHERS LAID OUT 


Sheriff's Request For Troops Not 
Sanctioned by Adjutant General— 
Hoots and Jeers Greet Effort to 
Stop Trouble by Personal Means— 
Outbreak of Fires Around Plants 


Bayonne, N. J., July 23.—Death- 
dealing volleys fromthe rifles of 
guards at the Standard Oil works here 
hahed two desperate attempts, euch 
undertaken by several hundred strik- 
ers, to storm the stockade surround- 
ing the company’s plant. | 

Two strikers were shot dead in the 
second charge. Thirteen bodies were 
stretched on the ground before the 
stockade after the attacks were made. 

Many @6ther strikers, according to! 
Witnesses of the fighting, were 
wounded, but were carried away DY 
their companions. At least twenty 
persons, it is said, were mowed down 
by the guns of the guards. 

Numerous attempts were made to. 
set fire to the company’s. property} 
and the strikers say that after the two 
attempts to storm the stockade had 
failed, the guards snipped pedestrians 
regardiess of their identity. 

Sheriff Kinkead found the situation 
beyond his control and appealed to 
Governor Fielderstor troops. Adju- 
tant General Sadler, however, has re- 
ported against calling out the militia 
at present. 

The strikers who attacked’ the 
stockade, which is really a thirty-foot 
concrete embankment surmounted by 
a’ high fence, were for the mnrost 
part arnied with bricks, stones and 
clubs. (In the first attack three men 
were wounded, one of the number 
being John Surgen, who was leading 
the charge. It is believed he will 
die. | 

The second attack cost two lives, 


Stanley Murhefke, 29, and Nicolay 
Iwaszkin, 19, being killed. It was 
said that none of the guards were 


wounded.

Chicago, July 24—One hundred and 
fifty are known to have been drowned 
and 300 others are believed to be dead 
or imprisoned in the staterooms of 


jthe steamer “Eastland” which sunk ig 
| the Chicago river early today. 


This 
estimate was made by Deputy Police 
Supt. Schuettter, who personally 
counted the bodies taken to the 
Steamer “Theodore. Roosevelt” near- 


| by and to improvised morgues. 


The “Eastland” was just leaving her 
dock at Clark street bridge with 
about 2000 excursionists aboard, 
bound for a day's outing to Michigan 
city. It was carrying within 70 of 
her capacity and it is believed that 
the crowd along the rail at one side 
of the boat along with life saving 
equipment on the upper deck, caused 
the boat to capsize. The boat sunk 
so quickly that scores were carried 
under and are believed to have been 
crushed by the boat on the muddy 
bottom by the boat. : i 

Scores were still imprisoned in the 
state rooms of the lower deck of the 
partly submerged boat two hours af- 
ter the accident. Screams and cries 
for help could be plainly heard on 
shore above the noise of the auto- 
matic and electric drills used in. cut- 
ting out the side plates of the ship. 
Many of the victims were women and 
children. ; 


[ So thick were the bodies floating in 


the water that rescuers passed by 
many and drew out only those show- 
ing obvious signs of life. The waters 
where the “Eastland” sunk is not 
more than 20 feet deep. The sides 
of the ship stuck from three to five 
feet above the waters. It was in the 
state rooms: ranged along the sides 
where many were caught in traps. 

Several causes were given for the 
accident. Capt. Cederson told the 
United Press representative that the 
“broken air chute” let in water that 
resulted in the boat careening. W. 
J. P. Lamondon, nephew of one of 
the Lusitania victims, who was a pas- 
senger, laid the accident to the sys- 
tem of water ballast in vogue, The 
ballast he said was not to be taken 
until the boat had gone into the lake 
on her way to Michigan city.

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EFFICIENCY IN THE PULPIL, 

Modern life has set for every pro- 
fession a higher standard of effici- 
ency than was required in ages past. 
In no profession is this fact more 
strikingly apparent than in the min- 
istry. 

It is no longer sufficient that a min- 
ister shall be a good man. It is, just 
as essential as it ever was that he 
shall be strong spiritually but if he 
would be successful he must possess 
other qualities. The complexities of 
modern business and social life have 
placed heavy responsibilities upon the 
Christian Church and the church has 
not always been ready to meet them. 

The quality of the sermon has be- 
eome of greater importance than in 
the time of our forefathers, and it is 
just here that so many clergymen fail 
to attain the standard of the age. No 
one should contend for a moment that 
ability to be a good “pulpit orator” 
is the only requisite of the success- 
ful pastor. The work outside the 
ehurch edifice is fully as important as 
the work within it, but ability to 


just the same. 

Many clergymen sometimes appeal 
to forget that they are preaching to 
laymen and that too many theological 
discussions and arguments’ fail (of 
their purpose. A minister who ex- 
pects to hold the interest of his con- 
gregation and win them to an adher- 
ence to Christ's teachings should. not 
forget that he is living in the Twen- 
tieth Century. 

Many clergymen, in the pulpit and 
outside, forget this important fact 
They fail to preach in terms of the 
Twentieth Century and naturally fai! 
to hold Twentieth Century congrega- 
tions, which have less regard for the 
past and more for the present than 
any age in history. 

Truth is universal and the teachings 
of Christ are not bounded by years 
But this is not to say 


or centuries. 
that His teachings are not to be ap- 
plied to the present. They 
draw their illustrations and illumina- 
tions from the present, to the end 
that the moral which they point 
should be understood by the present. 

Recently we heard a sermon which 
was based upon a verse of the Bible 


should 


filled with possibilities for a strong 
discourse, but it might just as well 
have been delivered in the 14th cen- 
tury so far as any application was 
made to the present day. It was 
spiritual but not convincing; it inter- 
preted the text in tieological terms 
but in no way pointed cut how the 
lesson of that text could be turned to 
ihe solving of present day problems. 
The age of today cannot be reached 
wholly through the heart: it must 
also be appealed to through the brain. 
The men and women of today must 
be shown the truth so clearly that 
they can not fai! to recognize it. This 
presupposes that the man in the pul- 
pit is not only “good” but able. This 
presupposes efficiency in the pulpit.

A TERRIBLE LESSON, 

No thinking person has any sym- 
pathy with those who decry the pres- 
ent and cry plaintively for “the good 
eld times.” Anyone who has the 
faintest knowledge of history is well 
aware that the world is progressing. 
The government of today does in- 
finitely more for the welfare of its 
people than the government of a hun- 
dred years ago. There is plenty of 
room for improvement, however. The 
Twentieth Century is a lopg way from 
being the millenium, 

On way in which 
ceuld be made would be for states to 
take effective measures for the well 
being of its inhabitants before a huge 
calamity brought the need to their 
attention. Illincis doubtless will 

“hasten to legislate to prevent another 
“Eastland” horror. The pity of it is 
that this tragedy could not itself have 
been averted. Of course, legislation 


of itself can accomplish nothing. Leg- 


islation ferbade the over-crowding of 
the “Kasttand,” and vet it appears 
from present accounts that the “ East- 
land” was overcrowded. This means 
that those to whom the government 
had entrusted the enforcement of the! 
law failed in their duty, but the govern- 
ment should not be made up of men_ 
who fail in their duty. 

The respoysibility for such a dis- 
aster, however, does not fall wholly 
upon the officials who were charged 
With enforcing the law: it falls also 
upon those who failed to obey the law.

Governments, as we have insisted 
so many times, are no better and no 
worse than the people who make ¢ 


them. The tragedy of Saturday has

London, July 27.—vThe triangle 
formed by the confluence of the Na- 
rew and Bug rivers is now the bat- 
tlezround which is to decide the Tate 
of Warsaw.

campaign.

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THE LESSON OF HAITI 

That Europe after the Great War 
will be made up of more republics and 
fewer monarchies than at present is 
a statement frequently made and 
those who assert this not improbable 
outcome are saturated with the be- 
jief that this is a most desirable re- 
sult. Living in this greatest repub- 
lic on the globe and enjoying its mani- 
fold benefits and privileges it is not 
unnatural that many of us should re- 
joice at the possibility of other nations 
enjoying similar privileges and bene- 
fits. 

We forget that a republic is very 
far from being a panacea for all poli- 
tieal ills. Hven the United States of 
America is not free from political 
blemishes. The inherent and culti- 
vated capacity of the people for self 
government, however, makes our re- 
public successful. The capacity for 
self government is partly inherent and 
partly the result of education. The 
English speaking people are natural- 
ly adapted for self government and 
they haye been trained in self govern- 
ment for many centuries. 

The opposite is true in some coun- 
tries of Europe. Many peoples are 
not yet ready for an experiment ip 
self government. The deplorable his- 
tory of Haiti during the last week or 
so, and for many years previous, is 
an illustration of a people unfit for 
self government. It is the same in 
some countries of Europe, Servia, 
Austria, Hungary, for example. What 
these countries must have if they 
would deyelop is an intelligent mon- 
archy which Shall educate the people 
in some of the first principlgs of self 
zovernment, thereby fitting them 
ultimately to take upon their shoul- 
ders this highest political ideal. 

The United States went throtgh the 
throes of an intense political battle in 
1912, a battle which would have been 
settled by force of arms in any South 
American country but which here 
ender at the ballot box. A country 
which conld not thus end its political 
passions is totally unfitted for a re- 
publican government and ‘the foisting 
of a republican government upon

Petrograd Explains to Public That 
Retreat Is Often Wisest Form ot 
Military Strategy— Army to Fall 
Back on Easier Line of Defense, 
Being Confronted by 2,140,000 of 
the Enemy—Quietness in West Con- 
tinues—Another Considerable Syc- 
céss Scored by Italians 


London, July 30.—Despite the fact 
that as far as can be seen from the 
official reports ‘the Russfans are sull 
holding their lines around Warsaw, 
there are several indications that they 
are about to abandon the city and re- 
treat to a stronger line of defense. 

The expected abandonment seems 
to be a matter of strategy, for not 
even the German and Austrian official 
reports show any serious imroads jn 
the Russian defenses during the past 
two days. 

It is supposed, however, that the 
Kussian commanders have no #ope ot 
getting the vast amount of ammuni- 
tion needed to cope with the German 
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wise to fall back on an easier Hne of 
defense. 

One of the most significant things 
in the news bearing on this question 
was the evident attempt on the part 
pre- 
pare the public mind for such a step 


The military writers of the Petro- 
grad papers were evidently called to- 


asked to explain to the public that of- 

ten a retreat is the wisest form. of 

military strategly, and that an army 

is of dar more importance.than a city. 
“True Line of Defense” 

It was shown that Russia's true line 
of detense was not the Vistula 
line, but along a new line of strong 
positions marked by the Kovno, 
Grodno and Brest-litovek fortresses. 
Lhis would serve to straighten the 
Kussian line, enabling Grand Duke 
Nicholas to concentrate all his forces | 
on a very much shorter front, it was 
pointed out. : 

As the result of an evidently in- 
spired interview with “high military 
authorities,"” The Bourse Gazette ol! 
Petrograd, after pointing out the 
handicap under which the Russian 
forces are now operating, declares 
they are confronted now by seyenty; 
German divisions of infantry, the ar- 
tillery and cavalry, in addition to the 
Austro-Hungarian army, which wortd 
make approximately thirty-five Ger- 
man army corps, or 1,440,000 men; 
and 700,000 Austrians, gltogether 2, - 
140,000 men, which prevents any con- 


centration by the Russians at this/ 
time. 
It adds: “Until Russia has com- 


pleted the mobilization of her indus- 
trial forces her army cannot meet the 
German artillery on equal terms.” 

Upon the authority of an unnamed} 
military authority The Kech says it 
is possible that Kussia is on the point 
of a maneuver which will consist ot 
the retirement of the army from the 
Vistula to the new straight line of 
fortresses. 

It is taken by military observers in 
London that these editorials were 
published only with the permission 
of the Russian censorship and that 
the simultaneous publication of them 
by all newspapers indicates inspira- 
tion by the government to prepare the 
people for the event. 

Orderly Retreat Expected 
As far as can be seen by the ment 


tary observers the Kussian retirement 
will not be a serious defeat. From 
the manner in which the Russian lines 
are holding Grand Duke Nicholas will 
be able to make an orderly retreat, 
saving his armies and military equip- 
ment and leaving Warsaw just an 
empty shell. 

The grand duke is an adept at this | 
kind of strategy and from the begin-! 
ning of the war he has never hesi- 
tated to withdraw his forces when- 
ever it scemed ‘military wisdom to! 
adopt such a course. 

There is no doubt that in the pres-| 
ent great drive on the Warsaw fronts | 
the great object of the Germans was 
to surround one or more of the Rus- 
sian armies and thereby paralyze the 
Russian offensive for some time.

York constitutional convention over 
which Elihu Root is presiding .

are wise to do so because the adoption 
of the short ballot has always proved 
a serious blow to bossism. 

The city of Boston is a case in point 
The former lengthy list of elective 
offices has been replaced by the short 
ballet, to the utter disgust of the poll- 
ticians. The short ballot ‘has worke¢ 
f0 Well in Boston that the efforts of 
Martin Lomasney and his ilk to change 
the charter have failed time and again 

The short ballot is an important 
political reform, perhaps it is 
portant political reform for surely it 
serves as the groundwork upon which 
to build the others 

What is the short ballot? The short 
ballot is common sense. Those who 
believe in democracy believe that if 
the will of the people can express it- 
self truly the city, state and nation 
will be well governed. Those who do 
not believe in the inherent wisdom of 
the people do not believe in 


the im- 


the will of 
democracy. 

Now the short ballot is the greatest 
the truthful expression of 
the will of the people. It enables thr 
electorate to concentrate intelligenth 
upon the men whom it wishes to place 
in office. Bossism fears the intelligent 
choice of the people. Bossism want: 
as many elective offices as possible s« 
that the people may easily be led as 
jray. 

The short ballot would present : 
brief list of offices for which the voter; 
are fitted to make selections. The 
voters are not qualified to fill all offi 
ces. The office of state auditor, for 
example, should be an appointive office 
not becanse the peo- 
ple have neither the time nor the op- 
portunity 
qualifications possessed by candidate: 
for such an office. Such an office 
should not be a political one. Voters 
are inclined in minor offices to 
cast their ballot for the candidate who 
has their party label after his name 
They have little interest in who is 
nominated for ticket. The 
bosses, on the other hand, have a very 
real interest and they select the map 
who is most likely to serve them and 
maintain their power. 

Minor state offices should be filled 
by the governor and the governor 
should tbe held accountable by the 
electorate for the honest and efficient 
conduct of those offices by the men he 
placed there. The same holds true in 
the city. ‘Many cities elect their com 
missioner of public their city 
clerk and so on. Quincy has a wiser 
system. The Quincy voters can con- 
centrate their thought upon the selec- 
tion of a good mayor and can hold 
him accountable for the efficient ad- 
ministration of the city since the other 
office holders are merely 
nates.
